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TSUJI Maeanbfau (•11929/2398/0207 J 1 , fomer Colonel who von a Diet seat in the 
Lower House in the October 1952 elections, sees* to have achieved his <mte tend- 
ing victory largely by hie own efforts rather than through the support of any 
organisation of fomer military men. He was sleeted from the First District in 
Ishlkawa-ken with a total of 64,912 votes out of the 251,411 oast, and with a 
plurality of 23,408 over his closest opponent. 

An Important source of TSUJI 1 * strength was a large group of voters, mho as 
young men called up for conscription ware trained under TSUJI in the late 1920* a 
and early 1930's, When TSUJI was c (Missioned a Second Lieutenant about 1925 
he was assigned as an instructor for the district's conscripts to the Seventh 
Regiment at lta permanent station in Kanasawa^ehi, Iehlkawa-ksn, his ‘native pre- 
fecture. It is estimated that TSUJI trained about 16.000 young men in the 
eight years he held the aeeigment. Those who survive art between 40 and 50 
years old* acme are pr eminent residents of the district, and others are solid, 
middle-class cltlsens. 

Most of TSUJI 's campaign workers are believed to have been menihcm he trained 
in the Any. In any case, his supporters worked tirelessly, driving vehicles, 
putting up sleotion posters, and preparing balls far oampslgn meetings. TSUJI 
Is said to have 4 pent almost no money on his sleotion campaign.
